ash railroads. It is believed that his si 
suicide was due to temporary insan- 
ity, caused by extreme and prolonged 
suffering from vertigo, 
in turn re-"- 


sulted in insomnia. 


On December 23, Mr. McClelland' 


wrote a long letter to his mother ia> 
which he referred 
to 
his physical 


condition, saying that he would be so 
thankful for health once again, ju 
one place in the let'ter he said: 
"I 


have at times, recently, been almost 
irresponsible." 
He told his mother 


that he was so nervous from loss Q£ 
sleep and suffering from vertigo and 
severe sick headaches for the past 
two years that he coulr scarcely at- 
tend to his duties. The letter was 
written, however, in a perfectly ra- 
tional manner and showed no signs 
of the writer's condition. 


The unfortunate man was last in 


this city one year ago last July. Pn 
vious to that time he had made it 
cutom to come 
home nearly every 


year, but could not do 30 this year 
on account of his health. 
J. P. Mc- 


Clelland, father of 
the 
deceased, 


died here five years ago. 
The soa 


was here at that time and once later. 


Mr. McClelland was 51 years of 


age. 
Previous to his going to 
the 


west he was employed for a number 
of years as a Pullman conductor on 
the Pennsylvania with Newark as his 
headquarters. He was divorced from 
his wife several years ago. but this 
fact is said to have

connection 


with the sudden death. 
He leaves 


his mother, and one brother, Orris 
who with his wife, resides, two_££-•""" 
east of the city in Madison tov^omp. 


The Rev. L. S. Boyce, the family's

The tragedy was discovered during 


the ineffectual attempts of the .mail 
carrier, with New Year's greetings 
from McClelland's mother and sister, 
to get an answer to repeated knocks 
on thp door. McClelland died short- 
ly after being found. 


It is believed by friends here that 


McClelland became insane within the 
last few days, as they noticed he was 
worrying a great deal without appar- 
ent cause.

Orrce more, in justice to the 
men and the public who will be affect- 
ed by an extension of the strike to 
other parts of your system, I ask you 
to exercise your authority and restore 
the conditions which the abrogation 
of the agreement took away from the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
on May 1. Your officials entered wil- 
lingly into an agreement with the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
that nullified the same. I await an 
immediate answer. Not hearing from 
you, I shall feel that I have exercised 
due patience and have served a final 
notice to the public."

Railway Legislation Promised. 


Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 2.—The legisla- 


ture of Nebraska organized for its 
thirtieth session. In the house D. M. 
Nettleton of Clay was elected speaker, 
and in the senate C. L. Saunders of 
Douglas was elected president pro 
tern. Speeches made In both houses 
promised legislation regulating the 
railroads and other corporations. 


Ten Per Cent Increase. 


Toledo, O., Jan. 2.—As an apprecia- 


tion of faithful service 1,000 men em- 
ployed by the Toledo Railway and 
Light company and the Maumee Val- 
ley Railways and Light company, in- 
cluding about 900 conductors and mo- 
tormen, received a 10 per cent In- 
crease in wages. The increase was 
voluntary on the part of both com- 
panies, and also affects the division 
superintendents and inspectors, barn 
foremen, dispatchers, foremen of re- 
pairs and their assistants. The in- 
crease amounts to 2 cents an hour 
and means an additional $5,000 month- 
ly expenditure by the compaiK. The 
streetcar men have no union.

viaduct here, plunged over the railing 
and hung suspended a distance of 75 
feet above the canal and railroad 
tracks.

Salt Lake City, Jan. 2.—Roy Swart- 


zer, the young telegrapher, "nho was 
arrested for causing the wreck of an 
Oregon Short Line train at Peterson, 
Utah, which caused the death of En- 
gineer McFreely and serious injuries 
to two other trainmen, has confessed 
that he alone caused the wreck. The 
youth says he was prompted to the 
deed by a desire to see the long 
freight train plunge into the river 
below. 


To Probe Block Signal Systems. 
Washington, Jan. 2. — The interstate 


commerce commission reached 
an 


agreement to investigate the block 
signal systems on both the Southern 
and Baltimore & Ohio railways, in 
view of the recent disastrous col- 
lisions and derailments on those roads 
attended by serious injury and loss of 
life. The first hearing will be held in 
this city Friday, Jan. 4.

was plainly seen - that Herman, the

applausewhen he fought his cleverest. 


In the fifth round Gans, having 


measured his man, slowed down. This 
was the only round where Herman 
made any showing.

HE ASKS FOR REARGUMENT 


Promptly Accepts the Offer of the 


New Attorney General and Files 
Application For Rehearing on Peti- 
tion For Leave to File Quo War- 
ranto Proceedings. 


Albany, N. T.. Jan. 2.—The first pa- 


per served on Attorney General Jack- 
son was an application for a roargu- 
ment on the petition of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst for leave to begin quo 
warranto proceedings to test the title 
of George B. McClellan to the office of 
mayor of New York, of which :.Ir. 
Hearst claims to have been deprived 
by fraud and violence in the election 
of 1905. 


The attorney general gave instruc- 


tions that copies of the papers be 
served upon the attorneys of Mayor 
McClellan, and informed both parties 
that he would give them a hearing 
Jan. 7. 


The application filed with the attor- 


ney general reiterates substantially 
the allegations made before Attorney 
General Mayer. Further, it recites 
the developments of the case before 
the latter and summarizes his de- 
cision denying relief, declaring that 
Mr. Mayer well knew that the prima 
facie proof of Mr. Hearst's election 
could not be forthcoming without 
opening the boxes. The situation cre- 
ated by Attorney General Mayer's de- 
cisions says the application '"was prac- 
tically tl>is: The court of appeals and 
the legislature had refused to permit 
the ballots to be recounted on the 
ground that this should be done in a 
QUO warranto action. The attorney 
general refused to permit a new quo 
warranto action to be begun, holding, 
in effect, that the ballots must first 
he counted." 


It is further alleged that the attor- 


ney general "in a hasty decision," ren- 
dered four days after the submission 
of the matter, incorporated bodily a 
verbatim excerpt from the corporation 
counsel's analysis of figures embody- 
ing great and glaring errors of addi- 
tion and subtraction, and that Mr. 
Mayer either did not read the answer- 
ing analysis or willfully misstates the 
facts.

Philippine Exports. 


Washington, Jan. 2.—In its anmtal 


report the 
Philippine 
commission 


again urges relief from the excessive 
duties now imposed on imports of 
sugar and tobacco into the United 
States. The commission recommends 
that congress at least reduce the du- 
ties on those two products to 25 per 
cent of the present rate. The commis- 
sion also renews its recommenda^-on 
for a repeal of the act of congress 
providing for the refund of duties paid 
on articles exported from the islands 
to the United States and consumed 
therein. Assurance is given that there 
is abundant land for the use of all the 
capital that can be coaxed into the 
islands, with limitations fairly liberal, 
and still leave more land for the Fili- 
pinos than can be occupied by them 
for hundreds of years.

Births, Marriages and Deaths of the 


Year In New York. 


New York, Jan. 2.—Health Commis- 


sioner 
Darlington made public the 


birth, marriage and death statistics of 
Greater New York for 1906, with the 
comment that the figures indicated a 
prosperous 12 months. The number 
of births and marriages have increas- 
ed in a healthy ratio, while the dearh 
rate is rather low as compared with 
the increase in population. Durin? 
1906 
there were reported 111,172 


births, an increase over 1005 of 8.000; 
48,355 marriages, an increase of 5,700; 
76,206 deaths, an increase of 2,492. 
The birth record is the greatest ever 
reported.

FIRE BHEf YORK 


New York, Jan. 9 — Thousands 
of 


tenement dwellers were driven from 
their homes early 
today 
and two 


whole blocks were menaced by one of 
the fiercest blazes 
of the 
winter, 


while the firemen stood looking 
on 


helpless to fight the flames because of 
the lack of water. The water in the 
boilers of the fire engine ran low and 
tho crews were 
forced to draw the 


fires from under them to prevent ex- 
plosions. While the fi>e was burning 
fiercest and the streets were packed 
with scantily clad peoplefi scores of 
horses loosed 
from 
the stable 
in 


which it is behoved the flames start- 
ed, stampeded 
in the 
street 
and 


threw the crowds into a frenzy. 
To 


add tc the confusion, negro robbers 
rushed into the 
burning building: 


Mid looted the tenements deserted .I 
the panic stricken 
occupants. 
The 


crow in the street raised a cry and 
for a time a race war was threatened 
The police searched the burning and 
nearby tenements. 
Six negroes laden 


with loot were encountered 
and a 


desperate fight was 
waged in tho 


smoke filled hallways which ended in 
the re at of the thieves, 
and their 


disappearance in the crowd.

negro 


snatched a bag of 
trinkets from £ 


woman and then knocked her down 
She fccreamed and the crowd startoc 
in pursuit of the negro and a dozer 
shots were red at the man before the 
police captured him.

vicinity of the fire a dozen inoffensive 
colored persons were badly beaten. 


The fire at first was of little conse- 


quence, but the lack o" water allow- 
ed it to spiead to 
adjoining tene- 


ments and the 
police and firemen 


were kept bnc;\ rescuing people from 
tho latter. The fire started in a liv- 
ery s'able 
at 429 West .~>:M street 


Tins building was totally destroyed 
and 
tiie two adjoining 
tenements 


were gutted. The loss is estimated 
at S100.000.
